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ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  CONFERENCE 

February  4,  1942 

The  Fifty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was 
held  at  the  Hotel  Somerset  on  February  4,  1942  with  President 
Robert  Walcott  presiding.  All  reports  of  officers  and  commit- 
tees for  1941  were  presented,  and  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

An  innovation  was  made  this  year  in  having  most  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Local  Committees  read  the  reports  of  the 
reservations  for  1941.  This  was  followed  by  a  lengthy  dis- 
cussion. In  that  way  those  present  got  a  much  better  idea 
of  the  activities  at  the  various  reservations.  Many  questions 
were  asked  and  much  interest  was  shown.  This  procedure  will 
be  an  interesting  event  of  each  annual  meeting.  A  cordial 
invitation  is  extended  to  all  members  of  the  Trustees  to  attend 
these  business  meetings  and  become  more  familiar  with  the 
activities  of  the  Trustees  although  only  members  of  the  Corp- 
oration are  allowed  to  vote. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  140 
members,  associates,  invited  guests  and  delegates  from  various 
organizations  interested  in  the  Trustees,  sat  down  to  luncheon. 

Following  luncheon,  President  Walcott  called  the  meeting 
to  order  at  12 :15  P.M.  The  Annual  Conservation  Award  which 
has  been  presented  for  nine  consecutive  years  for  distinguished 
service  in  conservation,  was  announced.  President  Walcott  on 
behalf  of  the  Corporation  and  Members  of  the  Trustees,  named 
Robert  Moses,  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Parks  of 
New  York,  as  the  recipient  of  this  Award  for  1941.  In  giving 
the  Award,  Judge  Walcott  made  the  following  presentation: 


PRESIDENT  WALCOTT :  "The  award  of  the  Conservation 
Medal  this  year  is  made  again,  as  last  year,  to  an  outstanding 
creator  of  new  values  and  a  preserver  of  old  values  in  natural 
beauty  beyond  the  limits  of  this  Commonwealth.  The  steady 
forward  progress  of  our  Medalist  is  almost  terrible  to  contem- 
plate, like  a  steam  roller. 

A  graduate  of  Yale  in  1909  he  took  the  same  degree  with 
honors  in  Oxford  two  years  later.  In  1913  he  took  his  Mast- 
er's and  in  1914  his  Doctor's  degree  in  Political  Science  at 
Columbia.  Beginning  as  a  municipal  investigator  he  was 
successively  chief  of  staff  of  the  New  York  State  Reconstruction 
Commission,  was  Secretary  of  State  of  New  York,  a  member 
of  the  state's  Fine  Arts  Commission  and  served  on  the  Com- 
mission to  Reorganize  the  State  Departments  and  on  the 
Committee  to  Investigate  State  Banking  Department. 
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But  in  the  matter  of  state  parks  and  boulevards  he  touches 
our  activities  most  closely.  He  has  been  President  of  the 
Long  Island  State  Park  Commission  since  1924,  nearly  twenty 
years,  and  Chairman  of  the  State  Council  of  Parks  during  the 
same  period  and  Chairman  of  the  Metropolitan  Conference  on 
Parks  for  four  years.  The  excellent  Jones  Beach  State  Park- 
way is  one  of  his  enduring  monuments,  and  more  recently  the 
Henry  Hudson  Bridge  and  Marine  Parkway. 

In  the  comparison  of  one  of  the  competent  editors  of  the 
Atlantic  Monthly — in  which  all  Bostonians  take  pride — with 
the  Patriarch  Moses,  it  was  said  that  our  editor  was  the  greater 
of  the  two  for  Moses  dried  up  the  Red  Sea  once  and  Mr.  Horace 
Scudder  dried  up  the  Atlantic  Monthly.  You  may  see  from 
the  recitation  I  made  of  the  achievements  of  our  Medalist  that 
he  is  rather  to  be  compared,  as  was  Alexander  Hamilton,  to  the 
Moses  who  struck  the  rock  from  which  water  and  fertility 
gushed.  'He  smote  the  rock  of  the  natural  resources  and 
abundant  streams  of  revenue  gushed  forth.  He  touched  the 
dead  corpse  of  natural  credit  and  it  sprang  upon  its  feet!' 
(Daniel  Webster  on  Alexander  Hamilton,  March  10,  1831.) 
It  is  to  this  Robert  Moses  that  we  award  our  medal  for  con- 
servation of  natural  beauty  and  resources.  Ladies  and  gentle- 
men, the  Hon.  Robert  Moses." 


ROBERT  MOSES :  "Mr.  President,  Trustees,  Members  and 
Guests:  I  deeply  appreciate  your  award  for  distinguished 
service  to  conservation,  and  accept  it  as  I  have  other  undeserved 
distinctions,  on  behalf  of  my  associates  in  conservation  and 
related  public  work.  The  most  an  executive  can  claim  is  that 
he  is  first  among  equals.    Even  this  is  a  presumption. 

I  wonder  whether  when  you  selected  the  recipient  of  this 
year's  award,  you  were  aware  of  the  fact  that  you  were  confer- 
ring it  on  a  native  of  Connecticut,  and  a  graduate  of  Yale.  I 
have  always  been  told  that  Massachusetts  and  Harvard  people 
regarded  us  as  what  Kipling  called  poor  benighted  heathen, 
but  first  class  fighting  men.  I  recall  also  the  story  of  the  Yale 
man  who,  having  knocked  out  a  Harvard  man  after  a  football 
game,  reported  the  occurrence  to  the  Dean,  anticipating  a 
reprimand,  only  to  be  told  to  come  around  the  next  morning 
and  get  the  usual  reward. 

Your  Society  has  a  distinguished  origin  and  record.  It  en- 
joys the  unusual  distinction  of  having  successfully  discharged  a 
public  function  by  private  initiative  and  support.  Most  of  my 
work  was  begun  in  this  way,  but  as  public  demand  and  the 
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administrative  problem  grew,  it  was  found  necessary  to  move 
private  sponsors  into  public  office,  generally  without  compensa- 
tion, and  fortunately  without  the  intrusion  of  politics.  I 
don't  claim  that  this  is  the  only  procedure  to  follow.  I  simply 
state  that  we  had  to  follow  it  in  New  York  because  of  the  size 
of  the  problem  and  the  impossibility  of  continuing  to  rely  on 
voluntary  effort.  If  however,  we  had  not  begun  with  gifts  and 
voluntary  trustees,  I  doubt  whether  we  could  have  established 
the  tradition  of  non-political  control  which  from  the  beginning 
and  without  interruption  has  characterized  our  unified  state 
park  system  in  New  York. 

It  may  interest  your  members  to  know  that  many  members 
of  our  regional  state  park  commissions  and  of  the  Council 
which  heads  the  system,  have  been  in  office  for  more  than  ten 
years  and  quite  a  few  for  more  than  twenty.  Members  whose 
terms  expire  have  been  regularly  reappointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor with  the  consent  of  the  Senate  without  reference  to  party 
affiliations,  and  many  distinguished  citizens  have  been  happy 
to  give  time  and  effort  to  this  program.  I  have  now  been  the 
head  of  the  state  park  system  of  New  York  for  almost  eighteen 
years,  and  of  the  City  parks,  the  Triborough  Bridge  Authority 
and  some  other  agencies  since  1934.  Without  the  continued 
support  of  public  opinion,  a  tradition  of  this  kind  could  not 
have  been  established  and  maintained.  Without  this  tradition, 
unified  planning  and  accomplishment  would  have  been  quite 
impossible. 

New  York  owes  much  to  Massachusetts  in  the  field  of  con- 
servation. You  all  know  Mr.  Olmsted's  contribution  to 
Central  Park  and  other  parks  in  New  York  City  in  the  days  just 
before  and  after  the  Civil  War.  The  same  firm  was  still  func- 
tioning more  than  three  quarters  of  a  century  later  when  Mr. 
Rockefeller  selected  it  to  make  the  plans  of  Fort  Tryon  Park, 
which  he  later  gave  the  City.  The  handiwork  of  other  Massa- 
chusetts designers  is  manifest  in  many  other  places  throughout 
our  State.  Only  recently  arrangements  were  made  to  convey 
the  magnificent  arboretum,  known  as  Westbrook,  on  the 
Great  River  on  Long  Island,  to  the  State.  This  is  a  monument 
to  Professor  Sargent  of  Harvard  who  laid  it  out  originally  for 
the  Cutting  family,  collected  the  finest  specimens,  and  watched 
over  their  growth.  We  have  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  many 
a  Massachusetts  conservationist,  sometimes  without  ac- 
knowledging your  leadership ;  sometimes  without  even  knowing 
the  identity  of  the  forerunner. 

You  are  holding  your  meeting  this  year  in  troubled  times, 
when  men's  minds  are  fixed  on  the  destruction  of  war  rather 
than  on  the  conservation  of  our  resources.    Nevertheless,  there 
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is  no  conflict  between  these  two  divergent  aims  because,  as 
distinguished  from  our  enemies,  we  are  in  fact  making  war  to 
conserve  what  is  dear  to  us.  This  is  the  very  time  to  keep 
conservation  alive  at  home,  and  to  insist  that  civilian  morale 
can  best  be  supported  by  the  preservation  and  enhancement  of 
our  heritage  from  the  past,  and  by  the  increasing  use  of  the 
priceless  recreational  treasures  which  promote  health,  sanity 
and  freedom.  It  is  the  time  also  to  plan  for  the  future,  and  to 
chart  the  course  to  be  followed  after  the  war,  the  course  which 
will  bring  us  closer  to  that  brave  new  world  which  is  promised 
to  the  democracies  as  the  reward  of  victory. 

A  great  many  people,  under  the  pressure  of  war  hysteria,  are 
almost  afraid  to  be  identified  with  work  not  closely  or  directly 
associated  with  the  actual  war  effort.  We  already  see  innumer- 
able people  rushing  into  war  activities  for  which  they  are  not 
fitted,  and  actually  confusing  and  interfering  with  war  prepara- 
tions, either  because  they  can't  keep  their  minds  on  the  day's 
work,  or  because  they  are  looking  for  a  little  spurious  excite- 
ment. This  is  not  to  say  that  any  one  should  shirk  any  task 
which  the  government  calls  upon  him  to  do.  One  of  these  tasks, 
however,  is  to  prepare  for  the  post-war  period,  and  those  eligible 
for  such  tasks  should  regard  their  selection  as  both  an  honor 
and  an  opportunity.  'Peace,'  as  the  poet  said,  'hath  her 
victories,  no  less  renown'd  than  war.' 

Let  me  thank  you  again  for  this  distinction,  and  wish  you 
long  and  continued  success  in  your  work  in  Massachusetts." 


Mr.  Moses  delivered  his  address  of  acceptance  over  a  special 
telephone  wire  from  Bear  Mountain  Park  in  New  York.  It 
was  interrupted  by  technical  failure.  Chairman  Bird  completed 
the  address  by  reading. 

Judge  Walcott  then  called  upon  Chairman  Bird  for  the 
report  of  the  Standing  Committee. 


CHARLES  S.  BIRD:  "A  few  years  ago  we  adopted  a  slogan  — 
'Three  new  reservations  a  year'.  I  am  glad  to  report  we  have 
again  reached  this  goal. 

With  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Standing  Committee,  not  only 
for  the  generosity  of  the  donors  but  for  their  interest  and  sup- 
port, I  announce  the  following  gifts — 
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The  first  —  10  acres  added  to  Whitney  Woods,  the  gift  of 
Charles  B.  Barnes  and  family; 

The  second  —  25  acres  in  Phillipston,  the  gift  of  Frederick  W. 
Elliott  in  memory  of  his  mother,  together  with  an  endowment  of 
$2,000  given  by  Miss  Olive  Simes; 

The  third  —  10  acres  adjoining  the  present  Ward  Reservation 
in  Andover,  including  a  ski  run  and  a  beautiful  two  acre  pond 
known  as  Pine  Hole  Pond,  the  gift  of  Charles  Lakeman  Ward; 

The  fourth  —  Additional  land  adjoining  Halibut  Point 
Reservation  from  the  gifts  of  friends. 

On  behalf  of  the  Trustees  and  members  of  this  Society,  I 
sincerely  thank  each  donor  for  their  support  and  generosity. 

The  Committee  for  the  Monument  Mountain  Reservation  in 
the  Berkshires  has  made  many  improvements  including  a  larger 
parking  space.  In  this  work  it  had  the  aid  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works. 

Over  4,000  visitors  registered  at  Whitney  Woods  and  many 
used  our  fireplaces  and  picnic  grounds.  The  Secretary  ably 
saved  this  Reservation  from  serious  damage  when  about  one- 
third  of  it  was  taken  by  the  United  States  Government  as  an 
extension  of  a  great  ammunition  dump.  With  the  co-operation 
of  Government  engineers  he  had  lines  established  which  kept  the 
Milliken  Memorial  Path  on  our  side  of  the  fence,  and  though 
your  reservation  here  is  less  in  size,  it  hasn't  lost  its  impor- 
tance as  a  fine  public  property. 

Lectures  have  been  delivered  by  our  Secretary  using  new 
colored  film  entitled  'Saving  Beauty  Spots  from  Cape  Cod  to 
the  Berkshires'  before  a  great  many  audiences,  and,  together 
with  the  usual  field  trips  and  the  distribution  of  over  5,000  of 
our  year  books,  81  new  members  have  been  interested  to  join, 
including  three  Founder  and  ten  new  Life  Members.  As  we 
depend  upon  annual  dues  and  subscriptions  for  our  support, 
the  Standing  Committee  welcomes  all  with  open  arms. 

We  supported  vigorously  the  Bill  before  the  Legislature  for 
the  extension  of  the  Metropolitan  District  area,  distributing 
our  Vice-President  Channing's  pamphlet  entitled  'Advantages 
of  enlarging  the  Metropolitan  Park  District  to  include  cities 
and  towns  within  25  miles  of  the  State  House'.  This  Bill  was 
reported  favorably  by  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs 
but  tabled  for  the  next  session  by  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee. It  will  take  some  time  for  the  general  public  to  appre- 
ciate the  advantages  of  this  proposal.  It  is  a  task  however  less 
difficult  than  that  of  our  earlier  founders  in  securing  legislation 
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which  brought  the  Metropolitan  Park  System  into  being.  This 
Bay  Circuit  would  not  only  improve  the  environs  of  Boston 
but  prevent  heavy  depreciation  in  the  value  of  property  by 
reasonable  protection,  which  is  a  material  reason  alone  sufficient 
to  warrant  its  support. 

The  Chairman  of  our  Reservations  Committee  has  been  active 
in  finding  able  men  to  serve  on  our  committees  charged  with  the 
care  of  our  properties.  It  is  our  aim  to  have  these  local  Com- 
mittees take  over  as  much  responsibility  as  possible.  Those 
that  have  been  organized  and  are  at  work  have  proven  effective 
and  given  us  useful  suggestions. 

We  are  in  continual  need  of  increasing  our  endowment  for 
there  is  much  effective  work  we  could  do  if  we  were  better 
supplied  with  funds.  We  welcome  gifts  and  bequests  which,  I 
trust,  you  will  all  call  to  the  attention  of  your  friends  and  their 
friends. 

As  for  the  program  next  year:  we  intend,  as  in  the  past,  to 
give  every  support  to  promote  interest  in  recreation  and  con- 
servation; complete  all  local  committees  for  our  properties; 
further  the  Bay  Circuit  plan;  continue  to  raise  money  for  our 
Dinosaur  Reservation  which  is  needed  for  its  purchase  and  to  put 
it  in  order ;  increase  our  endowment  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Old  Manse  in  Concord,  and,  if  possible,  live  up  to  our  slogan. 
Charged  with  this  duty,  we  have  taken  our  course  and  intend 
to  hold  to  it!" 


The  principal  speaker  of  the  afternoon  was  William  Roger 
Greeley,  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Trustees, 
who  made  an  exceedingly  interesting  address  which  was  much 
enjoyed.    President  Walcott,  introducing  Mr.  Greeley,  said: 

"A  good  architect  must  be  both  practical  and  imaginative  and 
if  he  is  as  competent  with  his  hands  as  with  his  brain  that  is  all 
to  the  good.  Our  Orator  can  see  visions,  draw  them  delightful- 
ly and  estimate  them  accurately.  He  is  one  of  the  earliest  here 
to  appreciate  the  possibilities  of  the  new  ideas — although  not 
new  then  in  Germany  or  in  France — of  zoning  and  town  plan- 
ning. 

At  the  time  when  our  Chairman  was  writing  and  publishing 
his  volume  on  town  planning  based  on  his  experience  in  Wal- 
pole — this  was  during  the  first  World  War,  twenty  years  ago — 
and  I  was  interested  in  these  matters  as  a  member  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Constitutional  Convention  that  sat  during  the  war, 
I  was  much  impressed  with  several  talks  that  our  Speaker  gave 
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before  associations  of  town  planners.  Many  of  the  talks  on 
these  occasions  were  apt  to  be  dull  but  never  so  with  our  speaker. 

The  Massachusetts  Unitarian  Club  is  always  pleased  when  it 
sees  him  in  the  presiding  chair.  In  the  note  of  his  activities  in 
the  national  manual  'Who's  Who'  we  are  glad  to  see  noted  his 
directorate  in  the  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  showing  that 
he  is  proud  of  that  connection.  The  Trustees  reciprocate  in 
this  pride  of  association  and  I  call  upon  William  Roger  Greeley.'' 

Mr.  Greeley's  speech  was  delivered  extemporaneously. 


At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Greeley's  address,  the  Secretary, 
Mr.  Laurence  B.  Fletcher,  presented  the  new  Trustees'  lecture 
of  1800  feet  of  colored  film  entitled,  "Saving  Beauty  Spots  from 
Cape  Cod  to  the  Berkshires"  in  which  he  took  the  audience  to 
reservations  owned  by  the  Trustees,  some  they  wish  to  acquire, 
attractive  gardens  en  route,  old  interesting  houses,  and  historic 
monuments,  ending  at  Tannery  Falls  in  Savoy  in  the  Berk- 
shires.

— To  give  our  cooperation  at  all  times  to  the  Com- 
monwealth and  to  other  organizations  toward  plans  for  adding 
areas  needed  for  recreation,  conservation  or  nature  study. 

Third. — To  preserve  and  maintain  reservations  entrusted  to 
our  care  in  as  natural  a  state  as  possible,  free  from  too  much 
development,  but  with  the  aid  of  local  committees,  carry  on 
reasonable  developments.

The  Homestead  has  had  a  new  roof.  This  has  made  things 
much  more  comfortable.  We  have  had  a  rather  poor  season 
for  visitors,  less  than  150  during  1941. 

We  regret  to  report  that  one  of  our  members  of  the  local 
committee  of  the  Homestead,  Mrs.  Talboy,  passed  away  last 
winter. 

The  outstanding  feature  during  the  year  was  the  settlement 
of  the  tax  question  with  Commissioner  Long  who,  after  reading 
our  Charter,  allowed  the  property  to  be  free  from  taxes.  This 
was  done  through  the  good  offices  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
There  had  been  for  quite  some  time  a  question  with  the  Town 
as  to  these  tax  charges. 

The  new  tarred  road  from  the  main  thoroughfare,  Route 
No.  9,  to  the  house  has  greatly  improved  the  accessibility 
of  the  Homestead.

CHESTERFIELD  GORGE  (1929).  About  13  acres  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Westfield  River  at  West  Chesterfield.  The  pas- 
sage of  the  stream  between  narrow  rocky  walls  luxuriantly 
clothed  with  hemlock  is  an  outstanding  scenic  feature.  About 
4000  people  visited  the  Gorge  during  1941. 

DINOSAUR  FOOTPRINTS  (1935).  On  the  west  bank  of  the 
Connecticut  River,  north  of  Holyoke  in  a  tract  of  seven  acres 
are  sandstone  ledges  showing  clearly  defined  footprints  made  by 
dinosaurs  150  million  years  ago.  These  are  of  great  scientific 
interest.  $2500  is  needed  to  complete  the  purchase  of  this 
reservation.

The  use  of  Goodwill  Park  as  a  picnic  and  camping  ground, 
as  well  as  for  Boy  and  Girl  Scout  purposes  has  continued  during 
the  past  season  in  a  much  larger  way  than  formerly  and  as 
more  people  become  acquainted  with  the  Park  its  use  should 
be  increased.  Its  central  location  to  the  town  and  its  splendid 
facilities  continue  to  make  it  a  very  popular  place.  The  ad- 
dition of  two  flush  toilets,  installed  in  a  suitable  building,  has 
helped  much  in  the  problem  of  better  sanitation.  The  new 
comfort  station  is  located  just  back  of  the  picnic  area. 

The  trees  in  the  Park,  other  than  the  young  Norway  Spruce, 
are  in  good  condition  but  it  becomes  more  and  more  apparent 
that  many  of  these  spruces  will  have  to  be  taken  out,  owing  to 
the  ravages  of  the  spruce  gall  insect.  It  is  very  expensive  and 
of  doubtful  value  to  spray  for  this  pest  and  it  would  seem  to  be 
better  to  take  out  these  trees  and  replace  them  with  something 
that  will  be  less  subject  to  disease  and  insect  injury.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  area,  about  six  acres,  be  planted  to  a 
mixture  of  white  and  red  pines,  white  spruce,  dogwood  and  some 
of  our  native  shrubs  such  as  shadbush,  clethra,  viburnums,  and 
blueberry.  This  planting  could  be  so  arranged  that  the  flower- 
ing trees  and  shrubs  would  have  a  good  background  of  the 
evergreen  trees.  The  planting  of  some  beech  and  possibly 
hickory  would  be  a  great  addition  to  this  section. 

At  one  time  the  Cape  had  many  native  magnolias,  the  same 
variety  that  gave  the  name  of  Magnolia  to  one  of  our  towns 
on  the  north  shore ;  for  some  unknown  reason  this  tree  has  dis- 
appeared from  the  Cape  and  it  seems  as  if  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  bring  it  back.  I  would  like  to  recommend  a  large 
planting  of  this  tree  along  the  banks  of  Grews  pond  where 
conditions  are  ideal  for  its  growth  and  where  in  time  it  would 
add  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  park.  This  magnolia ,  Magnolia 
Glauca  or  Virginiana,  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the 
smaller  magnolias  and  is  hardy  in  this  section;  it  has  a  large 
white,  fragrant  blossom  and  in  the  fall  is  very  attractively 
covered  with  large  red  seed  pods.  Fortunately  there  is  a  good 
stock  of  the  trees  available  and  good  seedlings  can  be  purchased 
reasonably.    At  least  one  hundred  trees  should  be  planted. 
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The  hollies  planted  near  the  large  tree  have  done  well  and  in 
a  short  time  should  begin  to  bear  fruit;  other  hollies  should  be 
planted  in  this  area  so  that  a  real  holly  grove  may  be  established . 

There  should  be  a  lot  more  work  done  about  the  large  cedars 
at  the  west  entrance  as  these  trees  need  attention  very  much 
and  it  might  be  well  to  feed  some  of  the  larger  ones.  This 
group  of  cedars  is  one  of  the  finest  in  Massachusetts. 

In  case  the  exchange  of  land  is  made  so  that  the  park  loses 
20  acres  to  the  south,  it  would  be  well  to  plant  a  broad  strip 
of  evergreens  along  the  new  fine  so  that  this  will  be  a  defining 
line  between  the  park  and  the  gravel  pit  to  the  south.  It  will 
therefore  cover  up  any  bad  features  that  may  be  developed  in 
that  direction. 

War  conditions  may  make  the  labor  situation  difficult,  but 
undoubtedly  the  necessary  work  in  the  park  can  be  taken  care 
of.

There  is  little  of  moment  in  connection  with  Governor 
Hutchinson's  Field  other  than  that  it  has  received  the  usual 
attention,  the  field  looking  somewhat  better  than  last  year. 
The  elms  then  set  fronting  the  wall  along  Adams  Street  have 
all  been  fed  by  Frost  &  Higgins  and  the  Town  has  sprayed  and 
watered  them  without  charge  throughout  this  dry  summer. 
They  appear  to  be  in  good  condition  but  we  shall  be  consider- 
ably relieved  by  next  spring  if  we  find  they  have  all  survived 
the  lack  of  good  soft  rain  with  its  magical  power  over  tree 
health  and  well  being. 

The  steep  slope  from  the  cleared  field  down  to  the  river  has 
been  cut  over  so  as  to  eliminate  the  weed  trees  so  far  as  possible, 
and  this  should  be  done  at  least  every  two  years,  for  as  the 
growth  gets  larger,  it  is  much  more  expensive  to  handle.  Quite 
a  number  of  fine  trees  are  coming  up  there  and  we  are  pruning 
them  and  carefully  preserving  them  from  fires  which  occasional- 
ly sweep  over  the  hill.  Most  of  the  fallen  trees  along  the  river 
have  been  removed. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  field  with  its  magnificent  eastern 
view  is  an  asset  of  obvious  value  to  the  Town  and  its  citizens, 
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becoming  ever  more  so  because  of  the  increased  use  of  Adams 
Street  as  a  traffic  highway,  we  have  experienced  considerable 
difficulty  in  getting  funds  adequate  for  its  proper  upkeep,  al- 
though we  have  received  subscriptions  from  kind  and  interested 
friends. 

We  feel  however,  that  a  growing  appreciation  of  its  value  may 
be  counted  on  and  we  believe  that  the  field  will  not  be  allowed 
to  suffer.

HALIBUT  POINT  (1934).  Forty-two  acres  at  the  northerly  tip 
of  Cape  Ann,  a  gift  by  Dr.  John  C.  Phillips  and  the  Village 
Improvement  Society  of  Pigeon  Cove.  The  two  acres  of  mead- 
ow fronting  on  Hoop  Pole  Cove,  locally  known  since  1702  as 
Andrews  Hollow,  has  been  deeded  to  The  Trustees  by  the 
donor,  Dr.  Frederick  Stube.  The  land  adjoins  his  summer 
place.  This  is  an  attractive  addition  to  the  twenty-eight  acre 
lot  bought  by  The  Trustees  in  1941  and  is  reached  by  a  grassy 
lane  and  footpath  leading  off  Gott  Avenue  near  the  parking 
place.  Its  easterly  end  touches  the  shore  front,  about  500  feet 
of  which  is  connected  with  the  twenty-eight  acre  lot.  A  much 
used  footpath  runs  thence  along  the  shore  northerly,  across  a 
privately  owned  pasture,  to  the  Halibut  Point  twelve  acre 
piece  owned  by  The  Trustees.

The  past  season  has  seen  the  popularity  of  this  Cape  Ann 
headland  well  sustained.  Every  fair  Saturday,  Sunday  and 
holiday  has  seen  the  parking  place  overflowing  with  visitors' 
cars  and  often  the  adjacent  roadsides  lined  with  others  unable  to 
get  inside.  Eventually  it  will  be  desirable  to  extend  the  parking 
area.  This  year  a  footpath  has  been  opened  from  the  end  of 
Gott  Avenue,  near  the  parking  space,  to  the  Hoop  Pole  Cove 
shore  where  it  joins  a  public  path,  maintained  by  the  Pigeon 
Cove  Village  Improvement  Society  and  the  Andrews  Point  As- 
sociation, which  follows  the  shore  front  from  Pigeon  Cove 
harbor  to  Halibut  Point.  This  has  been  a  favorite  strolling 
place  with  local  residents  for  seventy  years  or  more,  and  visitors 
to  the  reservation  are  now  using  it  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  only  expenditures  in  1941  were  for  the  seasonal  care  of 
the  parking  place  by  a  neighbor  who  has  special  police  powers, 
and  for  the  bushing  out  of  the  paths.  Thanks  to  the  prompt 
service  of  the  Rockport  Forest  Warden  the  reservation  escaped 
being  marred  by  a  brush  fire.  It  was  checked  before  it  could 
burn  more  than  about  a  square  rod. 
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The  Halibut  Point  section  is  being  more  and  more  resorted  to 
by  week  end  camping  parties.  For  a  fee,  tenting  is  permitted 
on  the  land  next  west  of  the  reservation,  where  frequently  as 
many  as  a  dozen  tents  are  pitched  on  holidays  and  Sundays. 
During  the  past  season  some  attempts  were  made  to  camp  on 
the  reservation,  but  owing  to  the  danger  of  fire,  and  for  sanitary 
reasons,  it  has  been  necessary  to  authorize  the  parking  place 
caretaker  to  prevent  such  use.  It  is  probable  that  the  demand 
for  camping  opportunities  will  steadily  increase.  Largely  for 
that  reason  it  had  been  hoped  that  the  Commonwealth  would 
be  able  to  acquire  the  100  acres  next  west  of  the  Trustees'  land, 
which  is  admirably  adapted  to  that  use.  The  need  for  such 
a  State  reservation  will  be  imperative  once  the  new  Route  128 
(popularly  known  as  the  Essex  County  Boulevard)  has  been 
extended  to  Cape  Ann.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Local  Com- 
mittee that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  alive  the 
State's  interest  in  this  project,  which  narrowly  missed  being 
provided  for  by  a  recent  session  of  the  Legislature  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  Department  of  Conservation. 


HYDE  SANCTUARY  (1934).  Adjoining  the  west  border  of 
Whitney  Woods,  14  acres  of  woodland  containing  many  noble 
hemlock  and  pine,  of  century  age  and  more.  Gift  of  the  late 
Benjamin  D.  Hyde. 

MAGNOLIA  SHORE  (1936).  Twelve  and  one-half  acres  of 
rocky  shore  land  near  Rafe's  Chasm  in  the  Magnolia  section  of 
Gloucester.    Gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Stearns  Lee. 


MEDFIELD  RHODODENDRONS  (1934).  Twenty-seven  acres  in 
Medfield  containing  ten  acres  of  massive  native  rhododendrons 
purchased  from  subscription,  and  in  1936  an  additional  1.84 
acres,  gift  of  Richard  S.  Hale  of  Dover.  These  rhododendron 
plants  are  from  10  to  15  feet  in  height.

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During  the  past  year,  a  drainage  ditch  1600  feet  long,  3  feet 
w  ide  and  18  inches  deep  was  dug,  commencing  on  the  northerly 
side  of  the  so-called  "Island"  where  the  rhododendrons  have 
grown  so  luxuriantly,  and  running  westerly  to  the  Brook  which 
empties  into  Stop  River,  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $195.30. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  that  this 
drainage  ditch  will  greatly  improve  the  growing  conditions  for 
the  rhododendrons.  It  was  conclusively  proven  that  the  ex- 
tremely heavy  rains  and  floods  during  the  months  of  August 
and  September  1938  were  responsible  for  the  loss  of  many 
hundreds  of  clumps  situated  in  the  more  moist  areas  of  the 
swamp.  It  is  gratifying  to  know,  however,  that  in  many 
clumps  the  sprouts  and  layers  are  commencing  to  grow  and 
will  no  doubt  eventually  take  the  place  of  those  which  have 
been  killed. 

There  was  no  bloom  during  the  past  season,  but  the  buds 
showing  last  autumn  would  seem  to  indicate  a  profuse  bloom 
during  early  July  of  1942,  provided  the  killing  frosts  and  March 
winds  are  not  too  severe. 

A  contribution  was  made  by  the  Valley  Land  Owners  Asso- 
ciation of  Dover,  Massachusetts,  which  was  used  to  gravel  a 
portion  of  the  roadway  leading  into  the  Reservation,  making  it 
reasonably  safe  for  automobiles  after  the  middle  of  May. 

Additional  contributions  can  be  used  to  great  advantage  in 
further  clearing  out  the  overhanging  trees  and  in  extending 
the  paths  beyond  their  present  limits.

Since  acquiring  the  property,  we  have  studiously  avoided 
making  any  changes  or  so-called  improvements,  for  these  rea- 
sons, namely:  On  account  of  the  expense  involved;  that  the 
islands  be  restored  to  their  natural  beauty  (the  result  being 
that  the  property  is  today  nearly  in  the  same  condition  as  in 
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Colonial  times  without  blemish  or  modernistic  appearance); 
and  that  our  endowment  fund  should  remain  as  nearly  intact 
as  possible. 

The  beach  in  the  cove  has  been  cleared  of  all  small  stones, 
making  fine  bathing.  The  picnic  grounds  have  been  kept  in 
perfectly  clean  condition.  The  wild  growth,  together  with  some 
Scotch  pines,  has  been  left  untouched,  other  than  judicious 
pruning;  the  old  ruins  are  covered  with  wild  luxuriant  tangle, 
giving  in  fall  time  a  beautiful  coloring.  Six  hundred  small  pines 
have  been  set  out  with  a  one  hundred  per  cent  growth. 

The  Island  has  been  visited  the  past  season  by  4,784  registered 
persons,  not  including  300  Sea  Scouts  and  many  night  campers, 
all  of  whom  would  bring  the  total  number  substantially  to  5,500. 
These  visitors  were  ready  at  all  times  to  cooperate  with  the  war- 
den. 

No  extraordinary  expense  was  encountered  except  that  of 
planting  the  trees  and  some  minor  expense  at  the  Hollander 
house,  also  a  motor;  all  of  which,  if  credited,  would  reduce  the 
deficit  substantially  $100,  making  the  total  deficit  $56.71. 

As  to  the  standing  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  in  the  years 
1935,  1936,  and  1937,  the  running  expenses  averaged  about 
$400  with  no  income,  decreasing  our  actual  fund  at  a  very  rapid 
rate.  Then  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  -a  charge  for 
visitors.  Later,  in  1940,  the  charge  was  reduced  so  as  to  prac- 
tically apply  to  families  instead  of  individuals.  This  method 
was  adopted  with  the  result  of  a  deficit  of  $56.71. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  our  opinion  that  there  should  be  a  sub- 
stantial annual  credit  for  carrying  the  Hollander  property  and 
Little  Misery  Isle  for  which,  to  date,  no  arrangements  have 
been  made.  By  the  adoption  of  some  method,  we  believe  the 
project  will  be  self-sustaining. 


MONUMENT  MOUNTAIN  (1899).  Situated  in  the  valley  of 
the  Housatonic,  between  Great  Barrington  and  Stockbridge,  it 
is  a  prominent  and  picturesque  feature  of  the  landscape.  The 
east  and  west  sides  are  sheer  precipices  and  the  view  from  the 
summit,  1,710  feet  above  sea  level,  is  one  of  great  beauty.

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During  the  past  year  the  Monument  Mountain  reservation 
has  been  considerably  improved.  Three  hundred  feet  of  bar- 
rier were  built  at  the  picnic  area  in  connection  with  the  removal 
of  a  bank  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works.  Three 
new  fireplaces  were  built.  All  signs  were  repainted  and  several 
new  ones  were  placed.  A  bulletin  board  was  built  and  erected 
at  the  picnic  area  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Ellery.  A  bridle  path 
was  built  east  of  the  spring,  thus  filling  a  boggy  spot  below  the 
spring.  Part  of  the  gravelly  bank  on  the  area  across  from  the 
entrance  to  the  Hickey  Trail  on  Route  No.  7  was  removed. 
The  result  is  an  improved  parking  area  and  the  removal  of  a 
blind  corner.  The  State  Highway  Department  cooperated  in 
the  matter  of  roadway  shoulders  and  culvert.  The  Road  lead- 
ing to  Hickey  Path  has  been  improved. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  similar  widening  and  removal  of  blind 
corners  along  the  Reservation  boundaries  on  Route  No.  7  may  be 
undertaken  next  season.  The  result  would  do  much  to  remedy 
the  hazards  due  to  cars  entering  or  leaving  the  parking  area. 
The  State  Highway  Department  has  furnished  advance  warning 
signs,  reading — "Parking  Area  Left"  and  "Parking  Area 
Right"  respectively.  These  signs  help  to  reduce  the  hazards 
but  would  be  even  more  effective  if  they  were  distinctive  as  to 
shape  or  color  or  both. 

The  map  of  the  Reservation  furnished  some  years  ago  by  the 
Rerkshire  Hills  Conference  was  re-issued  by  the  Conference 
office  to  show  changes  and  additions  made  during  recent  years. 
A  sample  map  is  on  the  bulletin  board  and  copies  are  issued  by 
the  Warden  on  request.  They  are  of  great  help.  This  co- 
operation as  well  as  that  of  the  State  Highway  Department,  is 
the  type  of  coordination  recommended  in  the  State  Planning 
Roard  Report:  "Park,  Parkway  and  Recreational  Area  Study 
— January,  1941." 

The  attendance  during  the  season  has  exceeded  all  previous 
records.  As  the  Warden  is  in  attendance  on  Saturday  after- 
noons and  Sunday  only,  no  exact  figures  can  be  given.  It  is 
clear,  however,  that  additional  tables  and  fireplaces  are  sorely 
needed. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Spring  went  dry  during  the  lat- 
ter part  of  this  unusual  season.  Until  now  the  Spring  has 
been  considered  a  dependable  water  supply  at  all  seasons. 

The  practice  of  inviting  visitors  to  contribute  toward  mainte- 
nance costs  rather  than  making  a  fixed  charge  has  been  con- 
tinued during  the  season  of  1941.  Each  visitor  is  given  a  folder 
which  describes  the  features  of  the  Reservation  and  carries 
an  appeal  for  voluntary  contributions.  Included  with  this  is  an 
attractive  souvenir  card  giving  an  air  view  of  the  area  and  a 
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coin  envelope  in  which  a  contribution  may  be  enclosed  and 
given  to  the  Warden  or  sent  to  the  Trustees.  The  net  receipts 
resulting  have  been  $31.16. 

There  have  been  many  expressions  of  appreciation  of  the 
facilities  both  by  visitors  in  person  and  by  subsequent  let- 
ters of  thanks  for  courtesies.

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The  Old  Manse  was  closed  on  November  11th,  1941.  Its 
valuable  books  were  deposited  in  a  safe  and  as  usual  the  Concord 
Antiquarian  Society  is  kindly  looking  after  our  most  valuable 
furniture. 

The  1941  season  was  not,  as  we  had  hoped,  better  than  that 
of  1940,  although  the  attendance  was  approximately  the  same 
(4000).  Our  income  fell  off,  owing  to  a  large  number  of  young 
visitors  and  several  groups  for  whom  the  admissions  are  lower 
than  for  adults. 

The  prospects  for  1942  do  not  appear  as  rosy  as  we  could 
wish.  The  new  tax  on  admissions  and  the  law  on  automobiles 
and  tires  are  bound  to  cut  into  the  number  of  tourists,  so  hence 
the  greater  number  of  our  visitors.  In  fact,  in  previous  years, 
callers  have  come  from  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union. 

The  house  is  in  excellent  order  and  a  few  hours  work  on  the 
grounds  and  a  couple  of  loads  of  gravel  in  the  driveway  will  be 
about  the  only  necessities  before  opening  for  the  1942  season.

Petticoat  Hill  is  not  one  of  our  popular  reservations  for  the 
climb  is  steep,  yet  if  one  does  persevere  and  make  the  top,  he 
is  well  repaid  for  the  view  looking  down  the  Connecticut  Valley 
is  rewarding.  One  will  also  pass  by  one  of  the  largest  red 
oaks  in  Massachusetts  on  the  path  to  the  top. 

Much  has  been  done  to  improve  Petticoat  Hill  in  the  last 
few  years  in  the  way  of  removing  fallen  timber  and  placing 
legible  signs  along  the  pathway.  Under  the  guidance  of  the 
local  committee,  further  improvements  will  take  place.

The  committee  has  been  able  to  arrange  to  have  several  lots 
next  to  the  Rocky  Narrows  Reservation  transferred  to  the 
Trustees,  which  will  increase  the  size  of  the  Reservation  by 
about  14  acres.  The  actual  passing  of  the  deeds  will  take  place 
in  1942. 

There  is  little  news  to  report  about  the  Rocky  Narrows 
Reservation  for  the  year  1941.  We  have  had  wood  cut  to  burn 
in  the  fireplaces,  and  have  tidied  up  the  grounds  several  times 
during  the  summer.  Some  people  have  made  a  fire  directly 
beside  the  fireplaces,  and  left  logs  smoldering  on  their  departure. 
We  have  now  put  up  signs  asking  people  to  use  fireplaces  only.

CHARLES  W.  WARD  RESERVATION  (1941).  Holt's  Hill,  the 
highest  land  in  Essex  County,  is  now  given  as  a  memorial  to 
Charles  W.  Ward  of  Brookline  and  Andover,  to  be  maintained 
always,  as  he  had  it  during  his  lifetime,  open  for  the  pleasure 
of  those  who  love  wide  spaces  and  out-of-door  living.  It  in- 
cludes more  than  100  acres  of  Holt's  Hill, — pasture,  grassland, 
and  woodland,  with  50  acres  on  the  Western  slope  of  the  hill, 
given  by  Abbot  Stevens  and  Carl  Vetter  of  Boston,  and 
Charles  W.  Turner  of  North  Andover. 

This  land  and  the  Farm  to  the  South  was  named  for  Nicholas 
Holt,  who  signed  papers  for  the  incorporation  of  the  Town  of 
Andover  (now  North  Andover)  in  1646.  The  Farm  was 
owned  and  tilled  by  his  descendants  for  seven  generations, 
over  230  years.  In  1917  it  was  bought  by  Charles  W.  Ward, 
9th  generation  from  Nicholas  I. 

In  April  1924-5  Mr.  Ward  had  10,000  pine  tree  seedlings  set 
out,  5,000  have  since  been  added.  They  have  grown  very 
prodigiously  and  many  are  over  25  feet  high. 

In  1924  the  State  built  a  75  foot  tower  on  the  summit  which 
is  420  feet  above  sea  level.  A  man  is  on  guard  all  clear  days 
from  April  1st  to  November.  His  equipment  includes  a  two- 
way  wireless  radio,  telephone  and  many  maps.

The  year  1941  was  one  of  drought;  rainfall  has  been  scarce 
since  March.  Reservoirs  and  rivers  are  dangerously  low; 
woods  very  dry.  Last  April  7  was  a  fair,  clear  day,  and  a  group 
of  horseback  riders  crossed  the  hill-top,  leaving  many  hoof- 
prints  on  the  ground  and  a  cigarette  in  the  dry  grass.  A  few 
moments  afterward  a  fire  was  burning  and  spreading  before  a 
brisk  wind.  Southward  it  went  into  Squanto's  Woods,  our 
largest  and  best  planting  of  Red  Pines.  The  Forester  gave  the 
alarm,  the  Fire  Department  arrived  speedily,  and  the  Reser- 
voir was  close  at  hand, — the  fire  was  quickly  checked,  but  a 
hundred  noble  trees  were  burned  to  charcoal  and  many  others 
were  injured.    It  was  a  narrow  escape  for  the  entire  planting. 

November  29,  1941 — another  "Cigarette  Fire."  Someone 
paused  at  the  base  of  the  tower  for  the  sunset  view  and  a 
smoke.  The  west  wind  fanned  the  spark  and  the  fire  spread; 
it  showed  brightly  from  the  road  in  the  valley.  Alarm  was 
instantly  given  to  "The  Lodge"  and  to  the  Fire  Department. 
Even  before  the  fire  trucks  arrived,  our  Farmer  and  a  good 
helper  were  fighting  the  blaze,  and  the  fire  was  quickly  con- 
trolled. Toll  of  trees — fifty,  and  much  underbrush.  The  Fire 
Chief,  searching  the  ground,  found  a  cigarette  stub  just  where 
the  blackened  grass  showed  the  start  of  the  trouble. 

Volunteer  work  has  been  generously  given.  George  K. 
Sanborn  and  his  students  from  Phillips  Academy  have  made 
three  miles  of  trails.  The  Ski  Jump,  of  their  constructing, 
fulfills  standard  requirements  and  Prep  School  Ski  Meets  are 
held  here  whenever  snow  conditions  are  favorable.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Bramwell  Gage  have  cleared  and  marked  trails  and 
transplanted  wild  flowers.  Boy  Scouts  have  planted  seedling 
pines,  and  Richard  and  John  Ward  Kimball  have  cleared  trails 
and  repainted  hand-made  oak  signs. 

At  the  summit  of  Holt's  Hill  are  fourteen  slabs  of  weathered 
granite  which  center  around  two  old  mill-stones.  Four  of  these 
stones  are  placed  to  mark  the  cardinal  points  of  the  compass; 
four  others  mark  the  points  on  the  horizon  where  the  sun  rises 
and  sets  on  the  longest  and  shortest  days  of  the  year — our 
summer  and  winter  solstice.  The  Mill-stones,  placed  one  upon 
the  other  at  the  center,  will  give  a  base  for  the  Direction  Dial, 
which  has  been  cast  in  Bronze.  This  group,  assembled  as 
sentinels  of  the  Hilltop,  bring  to  mind  the  Stonehenge  in  Old 
England  and  the  sun-worship  of  the  Ancient  Druids. 

A  parking  space,  suitable  for  100  cars,  has  been  made  avail- 
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able  and  legible  signs  lead  the  way  from  the  main  end  of  the 
road  to  the  parking  space,  and  hence  to  the  top  of  Holt's  Hill. 
It  is  expected  that  as  time  goes  on  and  this  reservation  becomes 
better  known  through  the  publications  of  maps  recently  made, 
the  attendance  will  be  greatly  increased. 

Ten  acres  of  additional  land,  contiguous  to  the  Ward  Reserva- 
tion, have  been  given  by  Charles  Lakeman  Ward,  Jr.  This 
includes  a  ski  jump  and  a  beautiful  two  acre  pond  known  as 
Pine  Hole  Pond.    This  brings  the  total  acreage  up  to  160  acres.

During  the  past  year  the  local  committee  has  continued  its 
main  plan  started  in  1940.  The  Committee  has  endeavored  to 
remove  as  much  dead  and  undesirable  brush  as  possible  to  make 
the  Knoll  more  available  and  accessible.  It  is  not  our  inten- 
tion to  make  the  Knoll  appear  as  an  artificial  park  but  rather 
so  visitors  can  get  about  into  the  area  without  danger.  Clear- 
ing has  been  carried  out  also  with  the  idea  of  minimizing 
possible  fire  damage.  The  Boy  Scouts  in  Wenham  have  helped 
out  a  great  deal  in  this  effort.  Likewise,  in  the  clearing  of  a 
new  path  on  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  Knoll,  the  Boy  Scouts 
have  also  done  their  share.  The  main  entrance  has  been  im- 
proved and  cleared  of  brush.  At  the  highest  point  on  the 
Knoll  a  vista  has  been  opened  in  a  northerly  direction  over- 
looking an  area  particularly  beautiful  in  the  fall  of  the  year. 

Our  new  signs  put  up  only  two  years  ago  have  been  torn 
down.  The  Town  has  graciously  made  a  new  metal  sign  at  the 
end  of  Pleasant  Street,  and  Hemlock  Knoll  has  been  inscribed 
on  it.  We  now  have  a  permanent  marker  for  the  convenience  of 
visitors. 

During  the  year,  the  visitors  have  been  increasing  in  numbers. 
Your  Chairman  acted  as  guide  during  the  summer  to  the 
officers  and  friends  of  our  organization  during  an  inspection 
trip.  Again,  I  should  like  to  invite  more  people  during  the 
spring,  fall,  and  winter  months  rather  than  just  the  summer 
ones.    A  visit  after  a  heavy  snow  storm  will  be  well  rewarded. 

A.  WINSLOW  DODGE,  Chairman 
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WHITNEY  WOODS  (1933).  In  Cohasset  and  Hingham  700 
acres  of  beautiful  woodland  including  Turkey  Hill  (one  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  feet).  Presented  by  the  Whitney  Woods 
Association  and  other  friends  with  an  endowment. 


The  trails  have  been  well  cared  for  during  the  year  and  a 
large  part  of  the  Thayer  Trail  has  been  cleaned  and  the  brush 
burned  through  the  generous  contribution  of  Mrs.  Ezra  R. 
Thayer.  Eight  large  loads  of  gravel  have  served  to  repair  the 
worst  parts  of  the  bridle  paths.  Our  warden  has  been  con- 
tinued from  April  first  to  November  15th. 

The  most  important  event  during  the  year  was  the  taking  of  a 
portion  of  our  reservation  by  the  United  States  Government 
for  a  naval  ammunition  storage  plant.  The  line  of  taking  is,  in 
general,  just  beyond  Milliken  Memorial  Path.  We  have  lost 
something  like  one-third  of  the  area  owned  by  the  Trustees, 
but  have  retained  our  main  entrance  and  picnic  grove  with 
fireplaces  and  also  the  Turkey  Hill  entrance,  both  on  Route  3 A. 
The  part  retained  is  the  one  most  used  by  the  public. 

A  spur-track  railroad  has  been  built  through  the  area  we 
have  retained.  This  track  divides  the  Whitney  Woods  into 
two  sections.  To  avoid  danger,  the  Trustees  have  thought  best 
to  consider  our  holdings  of  nearly  700  acres,  as  two  separate 
units:  The  larger  easterly  tract  to  be  called  Whitney  Woods 
and  the  westerly  one,  under  the  same  management,  the  Thayer 
Woods.  Each  tract  by  itself,  contains  enough  foot-trails  and 
interesting  features  for  a  day's  enjoyment. 

The  only  bridle  path  crossing  the  new  railroad  is  Whitney 
Road.  This  gives  access  to  some  wood-lots  privately  owned 
and  may  be  used  by  horseback  riders  at  their  own  risk.  The 
foot-trails  have  been  re-located  so  that  none  of  them  cross 
the  railroad  or  are  within  sight  of  it. 

We  have  lost  the  Hyde  and  Burbank  Trails  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  long  Border  Trail.  Doane  Street  and  most  of 
Leavitt  Street  will  probably  be  closed,  but  Turkey  Hill  Lane, 
with  its  adjoining  summit,  will  remain  open. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  income  from  all  sources, 
during  the  past  year,  has  balanced  the  budget  and  that  our 
register  at  the  entrance  shows  that  during  the  year,  our  reserva- 
tion has  been  used  by  about  4000  persons.

It  is  suggested  that,  in  the  event  of  any  local  Society  ex- 
pressing its  willingness  to  cooperate  with  The  Trustees,  the 
following  procedure  should  be  adopted: 

1.  That  the  Society  should  appoint  and  regularly  maintain 
a  committee  to  cooperate  with  The  Trustees,  to  be  known  as  a 
"Committee  on  Scenic  and  Historic  Preservation" ;  and  that  this 
local  Preservation  Committee  should,  in  general,  watch  all 
beautiful  and  historical  places  within  the  area  covered  by  the 
membership  of  the  Society,  and  should  inform  the  Standing 
Committee  of  The  Trustees  of  any  case  in  which  their  inter- 
vention might  be  helpful. 

2.  That  a  rough  register  of  beautiful  or  historical  places,  in 
the  region  covered  by  the  membership  of  the  Society,  should  be 
compiled  by  the  members  of  this  local  Preservation  Committee, 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  list  so  compiled  should  be  filed  at  the 
office  of  The  Trustees. 

3.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  endeavor  to  influence  local  govern- 
ments toward  preservation  of  the  beautiful  and  historical 
features  of  their  district. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should  undertake  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  literature 
issued  by  The  Trustees. 

5.  That,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  The  Trustees, 
the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should  under- 
take to  further  the  growth  of  membership  in  The  Trustees.

AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH 
THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 

Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891 
Massachusetts  General  Court 

Section  1.  Frederick  L.  Ames,  Philip  A.  Chase,  Christopher 
Clarke,  Charles  R.  Codman,  Elisha  S.  Converse,  George  F. 
Hoar,  John  J.  Russell,  Leverett  Saltonstall,  Charles  S.  Sargent, 
Nathaniel  S.  Shaler,  George  Sheldon,  William  S.  Shurtleff, 
George  H.  Tucker,  Francis  A.  Walker,  George  Wigglesworth, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  arranging,  maintaining,  and 
opening  to  the  public,  under  suitable  regulations,  beautiful  and 
historical  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  this  Commonwealth, 
with  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  the  duties  set 
forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  in  such  other  general  laws  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
in  force  relating  to  such  corporations ;  but  said  corporation  shall 
have  no  capital  stock. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  by  grant, 
gift,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  real  estate  such  as  it  may 
deem  worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public, 
but  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  such  other 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  support  or  promote  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  but  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  further  sum  of  one  million  dollars. 

Section  3.  All  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation, 
and  all  lands  which  it  may  cause  to  be  opened  and  kept  open 
to  the  public,  and  all  lands  which  it  may  acquire  and  hold  with 
this  object  in  view,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  property  of  literary, 
benevolent,  charitable,  and  scientific  institutions  incorporated 
within  this  Commonwealth  is  now  exempt  by  law ;  but  no  lands 
so  acquired  and  held  and  not  open  to  the  public  shall  be  so 
exempt  from  taxation  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  Said 
corporation  shall  never  make  any  division  or  dividend  of  or 
from  its  property  or  income  among  its  members. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Those  who  work  with  The  Trustees  are  keenly  aware  of  the 
handicaps  under  which  this  Board  operates  by  reason  of  in- 
sufficient funds  left  to  it  through  bequest.  It  may  very  well 
be  that  the  name  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  is  a 
deterrent  to  substantial  bequests  in  that  the  words  public 
reservation  suggest  an  area  maintained  through  public  funds. 
For  it  would  be  an  exceptionally  public-spirited  person  who 
would  leave  by  will  any  considerable  sum  for  the  upkeep  of — 
let  us  say — Nantasket  Beach,  knowing  that  public  appropria- 
tions are  regularly  made  for  that  purpose. 

An  appeal  to  preserve  from  threatened  destruction  a  beauti- 
ful gorge  or  a  wild  and  unspoiled  ocean  headland  always  brings 
immediate  and  generous  response;  there  is  a  definite  resulting 
gain  which  is  evident  in  the  form  of  an  additional  item  in  the 
list  of  "Properties  Secured." 

Aside  from  the  purchase  or  gift  of  these  tracts  a  large  expense 
is  necessary  for  their  proper  management  and  upkeep.  The 
endowments  in  many  cases  are  not  sufficient  for  the  purposes 
owing  to  the  fact  of  the  ever  increasing  attendance  in  these 
reservations  and  further  contributions  are  needed. 

The  sole  support  of  the  work  of  The  Trustees  comes  through 
voluntary  annual  subscription,  together  with  the  unrestricted 
income  from  a  very  limited  endowment.  Your  Standing  Com- 
mittee, on  behalf  of  The  Trustees  as  a  self-perpetuating  Board, 
appeals  to  every  one  who  loves  the  shore  and  countryside  of 
this  Commonwealth — and  who  would  see  its  remaining  beauty 
preserved — to  arrange  personally,  or  to  suggest  the  arrange- 
ment of,  benefactions  to  The  Trustees  in  order  that  this  Board 
may  the  better  fulfill  its  obligations.

A  river,  with  its  waterfalls  and  meadows,  a  lake, 
a  hill,  a  cliff  or  individual  rocks,  a  forest,  and 
ancient  trees  standing  singly.
